And as for the Louvre, well, it's really worth seeing, especially if 
you wear good, stout walking boots, and take advantage of the comfort­ 
able chairs scattered about the place. 
Yes, if y o u ’ve lost your birth certificate and are puzzled as to when 
you were born, just com e over here.

commissions.

com­ 
m erce of the world was carried by 
British shipping and 
insured

British underw riters, at

Dominions was on a preferential 
basis, sometimes bordering on ex­ 
ploitation,

profitable. 
Huge 
British 
invest­

American tourists, in addition to 
their 1 ravel on British ships spent 
almost incredible amounts in the 
course of their jaunts. 
All This Is Changed 
Now’ all this is changed; 
the 
dollar has supplanted the pound 
as an international medium of ex­ 
change on account of its greater 
stability, and balances are cleared 
through New York; a large part 
of the 
British 
merchant 
marine 
was sunk by enemy action and has 
been replaced by American bot­ 
toms w'ilh insurance in American 
companies; the Colonies and Do­ 
m i n i o n s have asserted their politi­

To gain any relief ex­ 
ports will have to btv increased 
trem endously both in quantity and 
quality without raising costs by 
increased wages or otherwise, at 
the

U nder

forty per cent more goods must

simply to maintain the present un­ 
satisfactory status,

•warm to Paris for an infinite vari­ 
ety of reasons, some of them print­ 
able. 
But I believe I have the distinc­ 
tion of being the only American 
to come to Paris this season pri­ 
marily for the purpose of unravel­ 
ling the mystery of the pink silk 
sheets. I will say now that it has 
been solved to my complete satis­ 
faction. 
When T was last in 
Paris, in 
June. 1939, my bed at the hotel 
George 
V 
was draped 
in 
lush 
sheets of pale pink silk, my first 
and 
last 
experience 
with 
such 
sum ptuous splendor, as I do not 
ordinarily 
travel 
with 
the 
silk 
sheet set. 
My anxiety over those sheets be­ 
gan in 1940 w’hen the Germ ans oc­ 
cupied Paris and Gen. Von Stuelp- 
nagel transforeri the George V into 
Germ an general headquarters. 
Gojjldn’t Think of It 
T could not bear to think of any 
Germ an wrapped up in my pink 
silk sheets. I used to Miffer con­ 
siderable pain at the possibility 
that Goering had stolen them for 
his fat Emmy or that Hitler had 
comm andeered them for his hide- 
au ay. 
Even after Pearl Harbor, when 
I 
shared 
with 
other 
American 
women the worries occasioned by 
menfolk on the front, I still found 
Interm ittent time to work myself 
into a later over the possibility 
that Von Ribbentrop might now 
have my silk sheets. 
I had no sooner registered at 
the George V than I assaulted the 
office of Max Blouet, who has m an­ 
aged the hotel since it opened 21 
years ago. and asked my trembling 
question 
about the fate- of the 
sheets. 
M. Blouet, who learned all about 
Americans 
by 
working 
at 
the 
Book-Cadillac in Detroit for five 
years after it opened, said with 
grave appreciation: 
Only One Who Worried 
“ Mine. Robb, you are the only 
person who has worried about my 
sheets. But let me assure you they 
arc safe." 
All the time the G erm ans occu­ 
pied the George V, the silk sheets, 
as well as the bent linen ones, re ­ 


posed 
in 
security 
behind 
false 
walls in the cellars of the hotel. 
Even though M. Blouet was him­ 
self in a prisoner-of-war camp by 
the time the Germans occupied 
Paris, he had dispersed the hotel’s 
exquisite rugs and its finest pieces 
of furniture to safe-keeping long 
befor«L 
“ I had thought of bombing, rath­ 
er than occupation," he said. 
But the effect was the same. It 
saved many of the hotel’s trea­ 
sures 
Then, 
suddenly 
one 
day 
after the occupation, M. 
Blouet 
found himself mysteriously sprung 
from prison and on his way back to 
Paris.
